The only regulated animals housed at this facility is one female Siberian Hamster. I he hamster 
was used in an educational protocol approved by the Capital University lACUC. The light:dark 
cycle of this animal was changed from 12 hours of light and 12 hours of darkness (12:12) to 8 
hours of light and 16 hours of darkness (8:16) over the course ol a 14 week semester. This 
perturbation in circadian timing is no threat to the health or safety of the animal but is a departure 
from her standard care. The animal suffered no pain and no apparent distress. Light:dark cycles 
were returned to 12:12 over a 4- week period post semester.
